Mountain Differential 


The present ruling of the Board of 
Transport in Ottawa that the West has 
made out a prima facie case for the re 
moval of the mountain differential is the 
nearest approach this end of the country 
has made to equitable freight rates in a 
generation. 

The Board’s ruling does not mean that 
the differential will necessarily be remov- 
ed But it means that the onus is now on 
the railways to prove that it should be 
retained. 

The burden of proof has hitherto lain 
on those who pay the 46 percent differen- 
tial. Now it lies on those who collect it. 

It is not a complete victory for freight 
rate equalization by any means. But it 
does give the West a tremendous advan- 
tage in the argument that will now follow. 

Edmonton's concern in this develop- 
ment is acute. For Alberta stands at the 
very apex of the freight rate structure. 

The dividing line between East and 
West movement of grain runs through 
this province. 

And even in comparison with Vancou- 
ver, at the westerly limit of the mountain 
differential area, Edmonton suffers 
verely because on transcontinental hauls
